Dccause of his Alleged radical views 
and dlspanigemcnt of the United 
States Government, Prof. Newell L. 
81ms. head of the Department of Soci- 
ology and Political Science at tho Uni- 
versity of Florida since 1016, has been 
forced jto resign by A. A. Murphy, 
president, and the board of contivl of 
the unlveivlty. The r>ep.xrtmcnt of 
Justice and the university pulhorilies 
conducted 11 six- weeks' investigation 
which culminated last Friday in the 
se&rching of the professor's home un- 
der -a federal search warrs.nt. Much 
radical literature was found, but all 
waj eald to be of economic nature. 

A Jotter alleged to have been written 
*y the professor to the Bev. A. P. 
llensey, notcngo Kquitorlal »Ossion, 
Congo Belgo Co^ullhatvllle, Africa, 
W. r.. whirh was intercepted by the 
nrill.ili .njid turned over to the United 
Slates fiovernment, started the inves- 
tigation. The letter follows In part 

"I imagine some of my letters' may 
hn»'c been lost or destroyed by the 
censorship here or elsewhere, for I 
said things which if printed would have 
landed me in the penitentiary for 20 
years — under the American Govern- 
ment and Its Espionage Act. Tes, 
peace Is here. The real victdrs have 
been the peoples' victors east of the 
Rhine, I grieve that the Allies have 
been the victors, for the triumph is eo 
vicious In Ita after effects that right 
and Justice fall. The one thing that 
Interests me now is the social revolu- 
tion cast of the Rhine, t slorj- in the 
Soviet Republic of Russia n.nd pray 
for tho. day when it shall be cstab 
Ilshed In all.of tbe world."' 

Tho letter also mentions that the 
writer^ is getting out a new book on 
rural sociology that is so r,idlcal that 
be is publishing 11 under a pseudonym.

Pneumatic looUi, by which rivet- 
ing and Tock.drlltiog can be done at a 
distance from the power plant, have 
been a. great boon to sblplbuilding and 
miolng. , Compressed air Is a h.andiv 
way to carry power, but It Is very 
n^asteful. A compressed sir rock-drill 
utilising 10 per cent, of the horse- 
power generated Is considered to be do- 
ing remarkably well.

Power is con- 
veyed to them by waves set up In a.ny 
fluid, but preferably water, the cheap- 
eat of ell fluids. These waves travel 
at about the epeed at aoimd, anld have 
a varying length. They ere carried in 
a pipe line, which can have any. de- 
sired number of tum^ and kinks in it, 
and tbe power can be "tapped" near 
any desired point, being utilised as per- 
cussion or rotary motion. " 

Can Be Used Under Water.' 

In rock-drill ing, the stream of -wate 
oJways reQulred to clear aw&y chips is 
Iteelf used te carry the waves of power- 
Impulse. Slectriclty— much more effi- 
cient than compressed air ae a power 
carrier — can be used for this purpose in 
only what arc called "safe" mines. 
Sparking would ignite pas and cause 
explosions In most. There are fire abd 
shook risks everywhere when high- 
tension electric currents are used. 
Wave Transmission makes no sparks, 
and T\-ave motors can bo used under 
water fas In shipbuilding), where elec- 
tric motors would l>c out of the ques- 
tion.
